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MAKING STRAWBERRIES SURE 


Ample Supply of Moisture Is Essential 
During Both Growing and Fruit- 
ing Seasons. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
; ment of Agriculture.) 


Strawberries must have «an ample 
supply of motsture not only during the 
season of bearing fruit) but als¢ 
throughout the growing season, For 
this reason irrigation is necessary te 
make the crop reasonably sure in most 
sections of the western United States: 

As strawberries have a shallow root 
System the surface soil must be kept 
moist and irrigation must be more fre. 


quent than for many plants whose 
roots penetrate the soil deeply. The 
number of frrigations, however, will 
depend Jargely on the character and 


frequency of the tillage used in con- 
serving moisture and on the type and 
condition of the soil, If the furrows 
fre thoroughly cultivated as soon as 
the moisture conditions permit after 
each irrigation the number of applica 
tions of water can be materially re- 
duced, as compured with the number 
required when cultivation is neglected 
In the lighter soils, during the bearing 
season, the fields may be irrigated as 
often as every four to six days, and 
in heavy sols every week ar two. Dur- 
ing the months when the platits are not 
fruiting only enough water to keep 
them in a thrifty, growing condition Is 
¢ necessary. 

During the picking period the usual 
practice is to Itrrigate immediately 
after each picking. When there Is dan- 
ger that the water in the furrows may 
not be absorbed before the following 
picking the field may be covered by 
two applications, «alternate furrows 
being irrigated in turn.

Another Hmiting factor in growing 
strawberries in some localities in the 
West are nematodes, a pirasite also 
known as eelworms and = gallworms, 
Their effect, which is usually manifest 
first on .he roots, is commonly called 
root knot, because of the knotlike en-~ 
largements they produce. Nemutodes 
occur Widely in soils where the win- 
ter climate is so mild that the ground 
rarely freezes more than a few inches 
deep, or does not freeze at all. Straw- 
berries should not be planted in. soll 
Known to be infested With nematodes, 
and plants should not be used which 
have been grown in Infested areas. 


GRAPE CUTTINGS FOR FUTURE 


Profitable Practice to Get Them Ready 
for Spring Planting—Prevent 
Freezing. 


Earmers wishing to set. out vine- 
* yards will profit by making grape cut- 
tings and getting them ready for 
spring planting, according .to borticul- 
turists at the Ohio experiment station. 
A number of cutti gs may be made 
from one vine, and ufter one year of 
cultivation in a smnall nursery lot the 
young vines’are ready for planting. 

’ Cuttings should be taken from new 
wood, each cutting having two to three 
buds upon it. The cuttings are from 
8 to 12 inches long. the bottom being 
trimmed close to the first bud, while 
the top of the cutting has 2 or 3 inches

POLICE, BREAK DOORS 
TD ARREST SPRITSTS 


Priest Gains Entrance to Home 
First, Then Officers Use Force 


San Francisco—Breaking into a 
house at El Cerrito, just across the 
county line from Berkeley in Contra 
Costa county, potice officers March 3 
took into custody seven Italians who, 
it is said, had .become insane from 
playing with ouija boards. 

Those arrested and taken to the 
insane ward of the county hospital 
at Martinez were: 

Adeline Bottini,.15 years old; Mrs. 
Sangine Bottini, mother of Adeline; 
Mrs. Edward Moro, Mrs. Josie Sal- 
davini, Charles Saldavini, Harry Ser- 
rario, Louis Serrario. 

The arrest of the four women and 
three men forms one of the most un- 
usual stories in the history of spirit- 
es ¢ver bared by the authorities in 
California, 
““Ketording to the authorities, Ade- 
litve“Bottini, fifteen-year-old daughter 
of Mrs. Bottini, is the direct cause of 
the derangement of the seven persons 
because she installed the ouija boards 
in the house and forced the inmates 
to hover over the mysterious boards 
day and night. On two occasions 
twenty-four-hour sittings were held. 

Five children, the youngest of 
whom is 2 years old, were found in 
the house. The childgen’s heads had 
been shaved-and the oat burned “to 
drive evil spirits away,” 
ties learned. 

On Monday $700 in currency was 
burned by the occupants of the house 
in El Cerrito in an effort to cleanse 
the atmosphere of “evil spirits.” 
_All of the occupants were in poor 
pltysical shape and were suffering 
from lack of nourishment. The chil- 
dren found in the house were in a 
starving condition when rescued. 

Neighbors gomplained to Town 
Marshal A. H. McKinnon of the 
strange doings in the house. Com- 
plaints were made that children had 
been lured into the house and kept 
prisoners. 

McKinnon attempted to gain ad- 
mission and when the people refused 
to open the door, help was asked of 
the Richmond: police. Inspectors D. 
V. Shirly and Daniel Cox went to 
McKinnon’s aid. In the meantime 
McKinnon called Father J. J. Hen 
nessy, ‘pastor of St. Joseph’s Catholic 
Church in Berkeley. Father Hen- 
nessy persuaded the people to allow 
him to enter the house but admission 
was refused to the police officers. 

After Father Hennessy returned to 
the street, it was decided to break in. 
Shirly and Cox battered down the 
rear door while McKinnon broke 
down the front door. . 

Mrs. Moro, whose husband, Daniel 
Moro, a blacksmith, died three months 
ago, screamed a warning not to enter. 

“My husband is here and he will 
kill you,” she cried to the officers. 
Mrs. Moro’s daughter, Jennie Moro, 
was killed two weeks ago on the 
streets of Richmond by an automo- 
bile. 

The other women and men did not 
offer resistance. Four ouija boards 
were found in the house. Saldavini 
admitted the occupants of the house 
had played the ouija boards constant- 
ly for the last week, sometimes for 
‘twenty-four hours without intermis- 
;sion. + 
When the officers arrived at the 
house the oceupants told them the 
!ouija boards had demanded .the sac-

rifice of belongings and that evil 
spirits must be driven from the 
house. 


Adeline Bottini was scantily clad. 
On March 2 she burned most of her 
clothes. While waiting to be trans- 
ferred to the Martinez Hospital the 
girl attempted to tear from her body 
what little clothes she had left. 

The ouija board, according to Sal- 
davini, told thehr to: make the house 
a haven for children and by burning 
;the hair and curls of the children the 
evil spirits would be driven away. 

The youngest child found in the 
house was the two-year-old son of 
Louis Francisco of El Cerrito. The 
father and. missed the child for an 
hour and was searching up and down 
the street when the boy was found.

NORTE SOON 
WL BE. OPENED 


Crescent City to Benefit 
Wild Region 


San Francisco.—Nature’s last coast 
wilderness stronghold, Del Norte 
county, is to be opened to settlement 
and industry by the erection of a 
breakwater at Crescent City, the out- 
post of civilization in Northwestern 
California. Government engineers 
March 4 approved a contract for the 
building of a $200,000 breakwater a 
third of a mile long at Crescent City, 
a small lumber port, a short distance 
north of the little Kiamath river. 

The people of the community raised 
the necessary funds for the work and 
are expecting Congress to make an 
appropriation of about $500,000 more 
to continue the harbor work. When 
the breakwater is finished: Crescent 
City folk expect to make their town 
a great shipping point for timber, 
tungsten, copper and = agricultural 
products. 2 

At present Del Norte county, of 
which Crescent City is the port, is a 
trackless forest in the main, exactly 
as it was a hundred years ago. 

“You can go for a hundred miles,” 
said William B. Arndt, who has se- 
cured the rock contract on the break- 
water, “and not see a trail or a sign 
of a human being, even an ‘Indian. 
The woods are full of game and the 
streams are full of fish: The near- 
est railroad is a hundred miles. Pack 
trains are used to transport supplies 
to the frontiersmen. The few flour 
mills send their product out on mule 
back. 

But a settler can have his stuff 
delivered by mail, though he live 
fifty miles off the beaten track. The 
rural mail carrier goes everywhere. 

“At the port is, a beautiful cres- 
cent-shaped beach which could rival 
any California bathing resort. The 
back country is one of limitless re- 
sources. The country has_ scarcely 
been explored by white men. The 
Indians roam about. The hardy set- 
tlers are waging constant fights to 
keep the coyotes from devouring their 
sheep. 

“There is one small lumber wharf 
Or ier at Creseo@nt, City. Another 
lumber company has a dock ‘a few 
miles north; the concern will prob- 
ably ship from Crescent City as soon 
as our little rockbound' harbor . is 
sufficiently protected by the break- 
water, work on which will start next 
month. Roads are few and rough. 
During the war the Government built 
a road to some tungsten deposits. 
These and copper claims can be made 
to pay as soon as there is available 
transportation The building of a 
harbor will open up one of the ro- 
mantic frontier regions of the old 
West.” 


SAFE BREAKERS 
CARRY OFF WINE 


San Francisco.—Employing meth- 
ods used by. professional safe-crack- 
ers, thieves with the aid of an acety- 
lene torch burned their way into the 
cement and steel wine vault of W. M. 
Fitzhugh in his home at Portola, 
Wednesday night, March 3, and stole 
200 cases of wines and liquors valued 
at more than $30,000. 

The loss was discovered the next 
day by servants in the house. A score 
of residences along the peninsula 
have been looted of liquors valued 
at several thousand dollars in the 
past few months, which led Fitz- 
hugh to build a concrete vault. 

The doors were of steel and re- 
inforced with large bolts. The walls 
were blind and entrance to the wine 
vault was by the steel doors only. 

The robbers left the torch.

Illinois Expert Declares Ninety Per Cent Could Be Kept 


in Right Path if 


eached Early 


Criminals are made, not born, according to a prominent Illinois jurist 
who has studied the juvenile question from the bench for nine years and 
who ought to know. This is what he says: 

“Criminals are made and not born,” he says. “Ninety per cent of 
those made could be kept in the right paths if reached early enough. 

“Lack of parental control or home conditions which cause the boy to 
seek amusement or companionship elsewhere, almost invariably end in 
trouble for the boy. He gets in bad company and the next thing he is 
in court charged with petty thievery or destruction of property, the usual 


juvenile misdemeanors.

“Certain kinds of moving pictures, too, have a bad effect. The glamor. 
of lawlessness and crime should never be seen by the growing boy, as they 
tend to influendeel) desire for imitation. 

“Keep your boy away from the ‘gang spirit.’ That is where moet of 
the trouble comes in. There are organized groups of boys who go around 
together and get into trouble. These groups or gangs have some meeting 
place in a shack or barn somewhere. This is due to the neglect of the par- 
ents, who should have the boys home where they can be properly supervised. 
It is up to the parents to break up these gangs. They can do it easier than 


any one else. 


“Few cases come into court where the boy is of good family,a regular 
attendant at school and living in good surroundings. When this happens 
the boy is generally a mental deficient in some manner or another.” 

Explaining the purpose of the juvenile court, the jurist said: 

“The primary object is the welfare of the child. We try to impress 
that upon the parents and to secure their co-operation. Boys are paroled 
always when it is their first offense. If brought in a second time énd they 
show no signs of doing better we take them from their parents and put 
them where someone will see that they have proper supervision and care. 
We try to keep them out of institutions as long as possible. When they are 
paroled we try td go further through visiting their homes and advising 
their parents and seeking to change the conditions which caused the trou- 


ble. 


We do not want to take the children from their parents, but instead 


try to-keep the home intact. When it comes taya point where the pareuts 
won’t co-operate with us and there is apparently no hope of reforming the 
boy in his home, we take him away. There is nothing left then, but that, 


for the boy’s own good.”

Arabian Inventor Said to 
Have Been First to Devise 
Airplane and Make Flight 


Abbas Ben Fafnas, an Arabian tn- 
ventor, it is said, was the first human 
being to invent and fly an airplane. He 
died as a result of his first filght in the 
year 7883 A. D., during the retgn of the 
Caliph Haroun al Raschid, history 
records. } 

Abbas’. is supposed to have con- 
ceived the idea of effecting mechan- 
ical flight as a means of approaching 
the heavens and aiding astronomical 
observations, from historical docu- 
ments still in existence in Bagdad. 
With the consent and assistance of the 
Caliph he set to work to construct a 
machine fn the likeness of a bird, with 
a clockwork motor to actuate the 
wings. 

In the presence of a great multitude 
Abbas actually effected a filght which 
lasted several seconds, but in landing 
“his machine was wrecked, and the in- 
ventor was hurled headlong against 9 
tree and killed instantly. The secret 
of the construction of the first airplane 
died with the inventor. The Caliph al 
Raschid offered huge inducements ‘to 
other eminent scientists to pursue the 
study of aviation, but none was ‘found 
with sufficient genius to repeat the Pio- 
heer flyer’s exploit. 


Many Places Are Named for 
- Ornithologist and Artist 


John James Audubon, famed eral- 
thologist and artist, will not be forgot- 
ten so long as New York lives. In the 
upper section of the city there is a 
fine street.named. after him; there is 
Audubon park, Audubon theater, a 
hundred or so Audubon restaurants;

as geese sometimes become difficult to 
manage when allowed to hatch and. 
rear their young. The. period of in- 
cubation of goose eggs varies from 28 
to 30 days. 

Goslings do not need food until 
they are twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours old, when they should be fed. 
one of the mashes recOmmended: for 
chickens or goslings, or a mash. or 
dough of two-thirds shorts (middlings) 
and one-third cornmeal, which can 
be made of equal parts shorts and 
cornmeal, with 5 per cent of beef 
scrap added after the goslings are 
six weeks old. Bread and milk make 
an excellent feed fer young goslings. 
Fine grit or..sharp sand should also 
be available in cold weather. 

Most geese breeders do not confine 
their geese for fattening, | but feed 
them freely a few weeks on a fattening 
ration before they are to be marketed. 
The geese may be confined for two or 
three weeks and fattened, but some 
green feed or vegetables should be 
added to the ration.

These teeth, proportionately larger 
and longer than with other animals, 
are continually growing and their 
edges meet in a fashion to become || 
much sharpened during constant use 
like a double set of rapidly moving 
chisels. Thus the rat gnaws holes 
through wood and plaster, the squirrel 
gnaws through the shells of the hard- 
est nuts and the porcupine—much to 
the chagrin of the camper—chisels out 
& generous hole in one’s camera in 
solving the nature of the interior.
